Parking  lot  No.  6  has  been 
extended  to  either  side  of  the 
bus  barns,  according  to  Dr. 
Charles  Koerble,  dean  of  stu¬ 
dents.  People  with  parking  lot 
stickers  for  lot  No.  6  may  park 
in  the  new  area  as  well  as  the 
old  area. 

Students  are  not  to  park  in 
the  roadway  in  front  of  lot  No.

Somehow  the  recommendation  of  the  Advisory  Cabinet  that 
cut-off  switches  be  installed  on  the  telephones  in  the  girl’s 
dorms  has  not  been  explained  well  enough,  or  has  been  misin¬ 
terpreted  by  several  girls  in  the  dorms. 

To  explain  the  recommendation  to  these  people,  I  would  like 
to  print  the  following  part  of  the  recommendation  which  has 
been  sent  to  the  Associated  Women  Students  and  similar  to  the 
one  sent  the  Dorm  Council. 

One  of  our  projects  for  this  year  is  to  do  onr  best  to  solve 
the  telephone  dilemma  in  the  dorms.  We  have  checked  all  as¬ 
pects  and  have  found  that  absolutely  NO  telephones  will  be  add¬ 
ed  in  the  near  future  to  the  now  insufficient  supply.  The  next 
best  solution  (other  than  adding  telephones)  that  we  can  think 
of  is  to  limit  the  length  of  the  calls. 

We  have  talked  with  the  District  Manager  who  has  assured 
us  that  cut-off  switches  can  be  installed  on  the  main  telephones 
(at  the  desk)  which  would  disconnect  the  extension  phones. 
These  switches  could  be  operated  b^thc  desk  girl  in  the  same 
manner  as  you  would  switch  off  a  light.  Once  the  extension  was 
cut  off,  the  main  line  would  be  free  for  incoming  calls. 

Timers  similar  to  those  on  electric  stoves  can  be  obtained 
for  the  timing  of  the  telephone  calls.  These  can  be  set  by  the 
desk  girl  AS  SOON  AS  THE  DESIRED  PERSON  ANSWERS 
THE  CALL.  When  the  timer  bell  rings,  the  desk  girl  could  sim¬ 
ply  tell  the  parties  that  their  time  is  up  and  in  a  few  seconds 
switch  off  the  extension.  Long  distant  calls  or  irregularities 
would  not  have  to  be  limited  unless  the  governing  council  secs 
it  fitting. 

The  whole  system  would  be  operated  by  the  desk  girl  and 
would  take  very  little  of  her  time.  It  is  not  an  AUTOMATIC 
system. 

The  Advisory  Cabinet  feels  that  this  proposed  system  would 
help  to  solve  the  telephone  problem.  ,  ,  ,  ,  ,  , 

I  hope  that  the  recommendation  is  now  more  clear  to  those 
interested  parties.

A  definite  interest  in  philosophy  was  displayed  on  the 
NWMSC  campus, Nov.  30.

Our  opinion  of  the  program,  which  has  been  expressed  by 
many  others,  is  that  it  should  be  done  more  often.  Philosophy  is 
a  subject  that  is  wanted  by  the  students.  Until  we  can  get  it  by 
regular  classes,  let’s  have  some  more  speakers,  as  frequently 
as  possible.
